THE ‘ALPERS'4 BUSINBSS GONE. 
Railroads Resolve to Stop Paying Commis- 

: ions for Selling Tickets. 

New York, March 30,--One of ths greatest 
reforms cver inangurated in the railway pis- 
cenger service of this country was consum- 
mated at a meeting of the joint committee of 
the trunk lines and Central Traffic association 
held at Commissioner Fink's office today, 
unanimous agreement having been reached 
which wil! abolish, absolute and forever, the 
payment of ticket commissions by 
railway com panies to azents of 
connecting lines for the sa'e of passenger tick- 
ets. This abuse, which began more than thir- 


” ty-five years ago, has grown to such enormous 


proportions that it isestimated it is now cost- 
ing the railroads of the United States, direct- 
lyand indirectly, at the rate of more than 
45,000,000 annually, and has to a great ex- 
tent been the meansby which ticket scalpers 
bave been built up. 

The Cential Traffic association has been at 
work over a year in endeavoring to reach an 
agreement for abolishing this system of bribery, 
but net until now have the lines been able to 
reach an unanimous azreement. A circular 
anzonucing this agreement is given to the 
public tecay. It is addressed to all ticket 
agents ard ticket sellers in the United States 
and Cuneda. | 

The vast importance of this move may be 
estimaied when it is understood that the vari- 
obs associations agreeing to abolish ticket com- 
missions comprise the Central Traflic assccia: 
Lion, composed of all important liues east of Chi- 
cago gud St. Louis and west of the western ter- 
miniefthe trunk lines territory. which in- 
eludes all lines between” Buffalo, Salamanca 
and Whecling onthe west, and New York, 
Philadeiphia and Baltimore on the east. The 
tiuuk lines took the initiative and abolished 
commissions vere than a year ago; the Southern 
Passenger eesociation, which comprises all im- 
portent lines east of the Mississippi and south 
of the Olio axd Potomac; the New England 
association, comprising all important railwav 
linesin New England. 

The agreement is made more binding by an- 
other clause providing that neither of the 
agreeing companies will act as agent for coa- 
necting Jines who continue to pay their agents 
a4 commission, and it seems hardiy possible that 
any line will now continuc tuis practice which, 
itis acknowledged by ail, produces no business 
whatever, is butof trifling value to the traveler 
sud tedures the net revenuc of stockholders of 
railways by several million dollars per annum. 
ibe change will revolutiovize the methods of 
ticket selling ifenfurced. Nearly every town 
4nd Village in the land has its western ticket 
agent and this new rule will leave him withoat 
a business,

Of eight 

samples of cayenne pepper only one was pure. 

Of ten samples of mustard, nome were pure, 

unc hanged mustard, though several had only 

suffered the floss of their fixed oi}. Others con- 

tained quantities of wheat four, the spurious 

matter being insome cases two-thirds of the 

compound Thismade it necessary to add 

tumenic acid (haralesgs) to restore the mustard 
color. 

Ten samples of allspice were examined, 
eight of which were pure. Four samples of 
cassia were all pure. Of ten samples of giuger, 
four were pure. Oaly one out of thirteen sam- 
ples of black pepper was found to be what it 
purperted tobe. A specimen sent from RBalti- 
more to 2 man who had anarmy contract was 
almost entirely spurious. Cayenne pepper, 
black pepper husks and mustard hulls were 
used to give flavor and pungency, while the 
“body” wassupplicd by ground beans and 
rice, and the color by charcoal. Two samptes. 
o. white pepper out of five were pure. Two 
sampics of mace out of five were pare, and of 
three samples of nutmeg examined all were 
pure. 

Mr. Ricnardsou'’s experiences leads to the 
eonclusion that the public has the power in 
its own bands to eflict a reform in the matter . 
of spice adulteration. ‘The quality of the arti- 
cle 1s usually fixcd by the retailer, who names 
the price he is willing to pay. The grinder 
theieupon estimates the amount of pure spice 
he cau ollord to put up and fills out the order 
with aefutce. Mr.. Richardson incidentally 
mentions a New York spicegrinder who within 
# shot time worked off five thousand 
pounds of cocoanut husks. The sound article, 
which sells for less thaw the pure and the ua- 
erouné, neecs ue test to prove it spurious.

He is quoted 
as expressing himself literally disgusted with 
the constant pressure that is brought to bear 
on him to accept the position of an active 
candidate for nomination.

A leading republican, who is classed asa 
mugwump, said: “Blaine wants the nomina- 
tion, but realizes that if ft comes to him by his 
own seeking, it will be even more worthless to 
him than in 1884. If he could be abroad and 
be nominated over Sherman, Allison, Hawley, 
Lincoln and others, he would be in a condition 
to claim more nearly the unanimous support 
than he had before. Besides, the prestige of a 
foreign trip wou’d be a valuable adjunct to the 
canvass by his friends for renomination, Al- 
though he will be out of the country, his 
friends feel strong enough to procure him the 
nomination without great effort. They have 
already begun the quiet work of setting up 
the state delegations and will go at it more ac- 
tively and openly after his departure. I was 
told some some time ago that Blaine hada 
great coup in contemplation. This it it!

He was 
ceerctary of the United States legation to Spain 
in 1846 and 184%. In 1859 he located at St.

BISMARCK SAYS WE KNOW NOT 
WHAT MAY HAPPEN, 


4rd Cites His Friendship With the Vatican to Show 
How Suddenly Some People Can Change their 
Opinions —.The Importance of Alsace- 
Lorraine to Germaoy— Other News 


BrvssEis, March 30.—The Belgian paper, 
LaMeuee, prints ize report of a conversation 
which it says Bismarck had with aa illustrious 
Belgian during the recent fetes at Berlin, in 
honor of the ninetieth anniversary of the em- 
perer’s birth. According to this report the’ 
German chancellor said he abandoned the idea 
of neutralizing Reichland (Alsace-Lorraine) be- 
cause it would bea dangerous delusion. The 
neutrality of any province, be said, was only 
preservable as long as the people were prepared 
to defend their neutrality by force of arms, and 
he could not admit that such a determination 
existed in Reichland. 


“Therefore,” said the chancellor, “we intend 
that the provinces shall remain incorporated 
with Germany. Their fortresses are a strong 
bulwark against France, and for usthey have 
the advantage of ~emoving, by several days’ 
march, the starting point for an aggressive 
movement against us from France. Two 
months ago,” added Bismarck, “I feared there 
would be war. Ido notnow. Still we must 
be prepared for waf. We never know what is 
to happen. Whovcould have expected a few 
years ago that the popeand 1 would become 
faithful allies?” 

BERLIN, March °30.— Legislation for Alsace- 
Lorraine ig to be again delegated to the reich- 
stag.

MORLEY ON COERCION.

creatures of the executive. The bill would fail 
to deal effectively with the evils of boycotting. 
He denied that the national league terrorized 
or coerced the people. Thesuppression of the 
league, he said, would maltiply the number of 
secret societies, and would deprive a tenant of 
bis s: feguard against the Jlandlord. The passiag 
of the bill would beto Lreland humiliation and 
to Enz'and a lasting disgrace. 

HAKTINGTUON MAKES A SPEECH,

He, it seems, was 
preparing to go toa ball, and was handling a 
pistol which he thought was unloaded, but the 
contrary was shown by a discharge and the in- 
stant killing of his wife. 

Farm work throughout Concordia parish is 
further advanced for the eeason than for many 
years. The planetrs commenced plowing un- 
usually early, and many have already put in 
their first planting of cotton. The favorable 
weather which has prevailed has enabled them 
to prepare their lands thoroughly fully a month 
in advance of last season. 

Saturday week Lavinia Martin, colored, shot 
and killed Hannah Jackeon, also colored, near 
Gloster station, DeSoto parish. They were both 
drunk, and Lavinia, who was jealous of Han- 
pah’s friendsbip for her busband, shot the lat- 
ter through the breast, killing her instantly, 
The coroner’s jury returned a verdict of willful 
murder, and Lavinia was jailed. 

The four coloured persons at Claiborne parish 
charged with the killing of Ben Chip were 
granted a preliminary hearing by Judge Young 
last Friday and Saturday. All the accused 
were discharged, tnere not being sufficient evi- 
dence to hold them. Itis the impression of 
some who heard the evidence that Ben Chip 
was killed accidentally in the scuifle with his 
brother John over the pistol.

THE COLORED KNIGHTS OF LASOR 
FORWARDING THE MOVEMENT. 


An Interview With Jeff Lovg, the ex-Politiciea—42 
Old.timer~A tig Verdict Gving to Atiscta~— 
At the Park Otner Interes'ing News 
Items from the Great Centre! City. 


Macon, Ga., March 30.—[Special.]—There is 
no doubt but that the temperance movemeat IS 
gaining ground in Macon. Its eloquent adivo- 
cates, such as Mr. Walter B. Hii and other 
earnest workers, have accomplished a great 
deal within the past twelve montbs. 

One of the great factors in the movement, 


however, is. directly traceable to the negro

Shall We Send Our Convicts to Alaska? 

The New York Herald claims that it has 
solved the prison labor problem. 

Our contemporary proposes the transpor- 
tation of convicts to Alaska, to open up the 
country, build roads, and blaze the way for 
civilization. It quotes Governor Swineford 
to prove that Alaska has a milder climate 
than has been generally supposed; that eo 
far from being a Siberia or a desert, it isa 

‘good grazing country, with vast tracts of 
good farming land. 

The Herald thinks that the transportation 
of our convicts to Alaska would take away 
free labor’s most dangerous competitor, and 
give the convicts themselves a chance to re- 
deem themselves. In a burst of genera! en- 
thusiasm it exclaims: 

“Colonization is no new thing. Transportation is 
no new thing. Ifthere is the will there will be 
the way. Make new laws enabling the govern- 
ment to draft men from the state prisons for work 
in Alaska under government control. Off for 
Alaska! New lands, new aims, new hopes!”’ 


The scheme is a big one, but it is not 
likely to find favor. Transportation may be 
no new thing from a European standpoint, 
but it is a new thing in thiscountry. Nor 
would it be a humane thing, under any cir- 
cumstances, to send our prisoners to Alaska. 

Despite Governor Swineford’s rose-colored 
view, it is nota fitcountry for the average 
citizen of the states. There is another 
thing inthe way. The federal constitution 
expressly probibits the infliction of cruel 
and unusual punishments, If, under the Her- 
ald’s new arrangement, an attempt should 
be made to send a convict from the semi- 
trepical region of Florida or Louisiana, for 
instance, to Alaska for twenty years or so, 
it would not require a prophet to predict in 
advance that our supreme court would hold 
itto bea punishment coming under the 
bead of cruel and unusual. 

In aword the whole thing is un-Amer- 
ican. That settles it. When we are ready 
to adopt Russian methods, look out for 
trouble!

The Naval Stores Interest, 

Perhaps the busiest, most energetic and 
most earnest of associate bodies in this state 
is the Naval Stores Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, which was organized in Georgia last 
year. There seems to be nothing perfunc- 
tory about the purposes of this association. 
The officers selected to look after the inter- 
ests of the naval stores men have not per- 
mitted the grass to grow under their feet. 
They have insisted on the rights of the in- 
ests they represent; they have instituted 
and pushed forward investigations into 
abuses in the trade, and they have secured 
lower rates of freight over the roads iu this 
state. 

In fine, they have pushed the interests of 
the naval stores men 80 effectively that they 
have succeeded in stirring up some of the 
slow-coaches in Savannah and other naval 
stores markets, This has been the result of 
their attempts to rectify certain serious 
abuses in the handling and marketing of na- 
valstores. They probably havea tough con- 
test before them in this matter, but that 
they will finally succeed cannot bs doubted. 

This much is certain, that the agitation 
which has been the result of the energy and 
activity of the officers of the association 
has already accomplished great good and 
has benefited producers in all parts of the 
state. The association is not only firmly 
established but is regarded as a necessity. 

A cireular signed by President Johnson 
and Vice-President Brantley informs us that 
a convention of the naval stores manufac- 
turers of Georgia will be held at Jesup on 
Monday, April 11. This convention has 
been called by the association for the pur- 
pore of discussing various matters of vital 
importance to naval stores producers. The 
convention will also consider the several 
features of the proposed naval stores bill 
which is to be submitted to the general as- 
sembly atits July session. Itis understood 
that the proposed act stiall remedy many 
glaring evils that are the result of the pres- 
ent system of inspection at the ports, which, 
as is feared, has brought Georgia rosin into 
suspicion co far as the trade is concerned. 

THE CONSTITUTION hopes that the con- 
vention will be largely attended, and that 
the efforts of the energetic men who are 
striving to improve the condition and pros- 
pects of the naval stores producers will be 
warmly supported. 


Georgia Peaches. 

According to all reports the frait crop in 
Georgia has been seriously injured. 
have been ruined and the peach crop has 
suffered severely. The opinion of THE 
CONSTITUTION, however, is that the only 
finit that bas been injured is that which has 
sprouted and bloomed from grafted stocks, 
No doubt the so-called early varieties of 
peaches, the varieties which have been 
grafted and regrafted until they are ripe be- 
fore they are fairly green, and which are 
soit on the outside but desperately bitter to 
the taste—no doubt these are killed. 

Indeed, it is to be hoped that they are, 


for only wormy citizens can tolerate them; |

but the genuine Georgia seedling peach is 
not hurt to any great extent. There are 
lopg and fertile ridges in middle Georgia— 
in Morgan, Jasper, Monroe, Putnam, Han- 
cock and Greene counties—on which the 
seedling peach flourishes in the greatest per- 
fection, and no cold spell for a hundred 
years has succeeded in entirely killing them 
ouf. 

Farmer Dillingham, of Whitepath, is re- 
eponsible tor the statement that ‘‘you can’t 
improveon natur’,”” but the inventor of 
grafted peaches seems to think that such an 
improvement can be made. The result of 
this improvement is probably the most 
vicious variety of fruit that could be in- 
vented. It is infested by worms and the 
dry rot seizes it early in the season, 80 that 
it is aboon to all concerned that the late 
frost should step in and putan end to its 
cavortings before it reaches the stomach of 
the public. 

The result of the cold spell will be that 
the Georgia seedling will come to the front, 
and for the first time in many years weshall 
have delicious peaches to eat this summer. 


Where Capitalists Are Miserable. 

The Russian nihilists are growing bolder, 
The story in our dispatches of the assassina- 
tion of a millionaire merchant because he re- 
fused to contribute eighty thousand roubles 
to the nihilist cause is almost incredible, but 
in Russia everything that is horrible is pos- 
sible. 

We can easily believe ‘the statement that 
the capitalists of St. Petersburg are in the 
depths of despair. They have been informed 
in anonymous letters that unless they con- 
tribute to what the murderous blackmailers 
call ‘the common cause,’ they will be as- 
sassinated. These threats may or may not 
be carried out. Doubtless in many cases 
they will have the effect of terrifying the 
capitalists into submission. 


What can be expected in a country where , 


the men whoownit are at the mercy of those 
who own nothing, the lawless, the desper- 
ate, the dangerous classes? One thing may 
be looked for at any time. The czar, in 
order to keep his people solidly loyal, will 
be tempted to let slip the dogs of war. He 
will sooner or later adopt the policy of ag- 
gressive warfare to preserve the semblance of 
peace at home, 

But there is a suggestion in all this that is 
worth considering on this side of the water. 
Unless we nip in the bud the socialists and 
outlaws of our large cities, we need not be 
surprised to see them following in the foot- 
steps of their Russian brethren. This re- 
minds us that the good people of Chicago 
ehould keep a vigilant eye upon certain par- 
ties in that city who are known to have an 
unreasonable fondness for dynamite. The 
way to avoid trouble is to settle accounts 
with our cranks, agitators, vagrants and 
outlaws while they are weak and lack cohe- 
sion and organization. And it is all so 
simple. We have only to enforce the laws 
already in existence. The situation does 
not call for an extraordinary remedy.

It was in the drawing room of one of Eng- 
land’s proudest dukes. 

The beauty and chivalry of the realm were 
gathered there under a blaze of dazzling lights. 

Foremost among them all, the heir to the 
throne atiract«d every eye, and not far from 
his side was one whose radiant charms com- 
manded an equal share of attention, and the 
admiration of all. 

In one place Disraeli delighted a circle with 
something of the old-time audacity, that had 
flashed out in ‘Vivian Grey,” and within ear- 
shot, stood Gladstone, laughing heartily at the 
gay sallics of a beautiful countess, who was 
famous as the most daring fox-hunterin Sur- 
rey. Herbert Spencer, too, was there, and 
groupsofmen and women who are known 
wherever the arms and arts of Britain have 
made their way. 

Bitterly lonesome in the "midst of this bril- 
liant assemilage sat a broken soldier, who had 
found his wiy to this strange land a few 
months after the collapse ofthe confeleracy at 
Appomattox. The ex-confederate colonel was 
among these lords and ladies in an accidental 
way. One of his articles in a magazine had 
attracted some little attention,and for a brief 
sea:0n society coudescended to notice him, 

The old colonel was not the man to push his 
way. He sought refugo in a quiet corner, and 
allowed a few acquaintances to draw from him 
a disjointed summary of confederate reminis- 
C@nces. 

“Mr Stephens told me.” 

“The confederate vice-president?” 

“Yes, Alexander H. Stephens.” 


The name rang through the room during a 


temporary lull in the buzz of conversation. 

There was a genera+ripple of interest. Glad- 
stone and Disraeli both came forward, but they 
were anticipated by the prince, who said: 

“Colonel, are you intimately acquainted with 
Mr. Stephens?” 

“He is the best friend I have in the world,” 
wasthe reply. “I know him aswellasIdo 
any member of my own family. I have been 
in his confidence for many years.” 

It is impossible to describe the sensation cro- 
ated by these few words. At that time Mr, 
Stephens was still confined by the federal goy- 
ernment in Fort Warren, and much interest in 
his uncertain fate was felt throughout the ciy- 
ilized world, but especially in England. 

The confederate colonel was literally besieg- 
ed and ovorwhelmed with questions. He 
had expected to be questioned about Davis and 
Lee, but it had never occurred to him that the 
Sage of Liberty Hail had so many admirers 
abroad, But it was pleasant to this exile to 
see the prince standing there, with the gallant 
Valentine Baker, who was destined soon to go 
down under a cloud of disgrace, and the brave 
Burnaby, who then dreamed not of his fierce 
ride to Khbiva, nor of his untimely butchery by 
the followers of the Mahdi. It flattered h's 
southern pride to stand befure royalty itself, 
and the nobility of England, and find them so 
eager to listen to what he could tell them 
about the great Georgian.

| The Queer History of Samuel Tepper, ® Cam- 


den,.Ala,, House Painter. 

A telegram in Tnesday’s CONSTITUTION brief- 
ly outlined some points in the life of Samuel 
Tepper, a respected citizen of Camden, Als., 
who died by his own hand. 


The Mobile Register says: 

The deceased had a most eventful history. ; 

He came to Camden in the forties, and plied his 
vocation of house painter. He was a man of the 
people in every sense, worked hard when he had 
anything to do, and drank hard in between times. 
Whisky promised to get the better of him, but about 
1850 a temperance movement struck Camden and 
hit Samuel Tepper so hard that he stopped drink- 
ing. 
In real good romances the fairy comes in at this 
point and showers tame and fortune upon the man 
of resolution, but here is an exception. Tepper 
stopped drinking and became a good citizen, but 
no fame came along and he did not getrich. in 
fact, he had bard trouble to get enough to eat, and 
the fight between him and poverty was carried on 
without any change for more than twenty-fve 
years. He was a married man and had two dau; B 
ters. One bas married, while the other rema B® 
single. His wife died some years ago. 

About 1873 Mr. Godfrey “Bloch, then traveling 
for Messrs. Leinkauf & Strauss, of this city, read in 
a New York paper an advertisement asking for 
information concerning Samuel Tepper, who left 
England some forty years before, and who would 
bear of something tohis advantege ifhe would 
communicate with So-and-So, attorneys, etc., Lon- 
don, England. About the same time Mr. Jacob 
Weiss, also of this city, read the same inquiry, and 
both these gentlemen, in the order named, pro- 
ceeded. to teil Mr. Tepper that he was wanted in 
England. 

Then followed correspondence, the result of 
which was that Mr. Tepper proceeded to New York 
and took the steamer for London. In the world’s 
metropolis he learned that he was heir, through 
the death of his brother, to a portion of the estate 
of the late |Joseph Mallard William Turuer, 
the famous English landscape artist, 
who died in1851. The greater part of the estate, 
consisting of many paintings, was already by wil! 
the property of the English government, but 
there remained real and personal property of 
great value, and a partition among the heirs had 
been ordered. In this proceeding, Tepper had 
been advertised for, and he arrived intime tore 
ceive some £100,000 worth of property. He did not 
care 1o remain in England, and he had no fancy 
for living on the landed estate, so he resolved to 
transfer his lands to the other relatives, and take 
solid cash in exchange. 

It seems that included in the estate was a lotor 
parcel of land that conferred upon its owner a title 
of nobility, but Tepper was entirely ignorant of 
tne fact, until the barrister who was Carrying out 
the legal proceedings of the transfer began calling 
him ‘My lord,”’ 

“Oh, letup on that,” exciaimed Tepper. “We 
don’t have that sort of foolishness in America.’ 

The lawyer insisted, however, that the title was 
& Decessary part of the proceedings. 

“Would my lord be sokind as to put his finger 
there?’ said the obseqnious barrister, indicating 
the house painter from Camden, Ala., was to touch 
the end of the penholder while the siguature was 
appended to the deed of transfer. 

“My lord’ condescended to put his finger upon 
the pen as requested. : 

“That'll do, Tepper!"’ said the barrister, dryly, 
and his lordship relapsed instantaneously iato his 
previous condition of republican simplicity. 

Mr. Tepper made light of the matter, of course, 
but wes ever afterwards rather fond of telling how, 
once in his life, he was for half an hour a lord. 

The transient dignity did not affect his manners 
or character in the least, however. He was a plain 
man, loved quiet, bad worked hard and knew that 
in peace was the only pleasure. He came back 
home with a bag stuffed full of money. He 
brought also a number of steel plates of engravings 
of Turner's paintings, and, it is said,-several of the 
paintings a!so, all of which are at Camden. Mr. 
Tepper did not care for such things, however. He 
said; “Yes, there were a lot of paintings over 
there, but I have no eye for them.”’ 

After his return to Camden he exhibited a gener- 
ous spirit. He lent his money freely to those who 
had befriended bim, and encouraged young men 
in industry. He went into business himself with 
Mr. Henry Caster, but his health soon began failing 
him, and he drew out. His tastes were simple. By 
long habit he became of a saving disposition so far 
as himself was concerned, and he spent very little 
money for his own comfort. It is believed that in 
spite of the large sums he gaye away and lost 
through kindness, he managed to save as much as 
the original value of his inheritance. Itis known 
that he has $50,000 invested in United States bonds, 
deposited ina bank here in Mobile, and that he 
has other investments in and around Camden. The 
life he led had for many years been perfectly sober, 
upright and good,and he deserved the title be- 
stowed upon him in the special telegram, ‘‘re- 
spected citizen.”’ 

He has been an invalid for some time, and Is said 
to have suffered from softening of the brain. He 
was doubtless not himself when he fired the pistol 
ball into his forehead. 


A Sermon About a Monument, 
Frem the Chicago Mail. 

“Long” John Wentworth is at present en- 
gaged in erecting a $50,000 monument to perpetu- 
ate hismemory. Wedo not understand why he 
should depend upon $50,000 worth of marbie to 
perpetuate his memory in the city of his adoption, 
but he probably knows his own business best.

Wentworth before he dies would stand out so con- 
spicuously, attractso much attention, and create 
so much amazement that it would perpetuate his 
memory longer than any shaft he might raise to 
bis own glory at Kose Hill. 

There are numerovs noble and deserving chari- 
ties in this city which would use Mr. Wentworth's 
$50,000 to great advantage just now. Take the 
Waifs’ mission, for instance. Suppose Mr. Went- 
worth should give the $50,000 to this praiseworthy 
undertaking, wouldn’t it bea greater ania better 
and a more enduriug monument to his memory 
than a pile of granite blocks on the line of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway? ‘Wouldn't it 
be better if, instead of having his name engraved 
upon polished stone, where sooner or later it will 
wear out, be did something that would engrave it 
upon the hearts of the people among whom he has 
lived so long, and who have, up to this time, at 
least, 80 littie to remember him by? 

Mr. Wentworth may yet see his way out of this 
imminent folly. If be will use the fortane he has 
accumulated here for tome grand and Christian 
purpose, he will have a monument that will cost 
him nothing, and one that will not lack for admi- 
ration whenheisgone. _

THE IDENTITY OF THE GAINES- 
VILLB BURGLARS ESTABLISHED. 


They Turn Out to Be Men for Whom Big Rewards 
are Cffercd- Tae Heroes of the Chicago Fur 
Robbery~The Murder of the Detectives 
~ A Chapter of Crimizal News, 


“Yes, I was with Marshal Hanie of Gaines- 
ville when he shot the safe burglar who was | 
trying to open Head & Son's safein Harmony 
Grove, and a mighty warm time it was too,” 
raid Mr. L. J. Meadors, of Gainesville last 
night at Durand’s, 

Mr. Meadorsisa tall, well built man, who 


apparently could handle a safe blower or any 


one else. He wearsa full black beard which 
gives his face a fierce but not unpleasant look, 
His eycs are as black as his beard, and as 
keen as they are black. | 

“Yes; it was a warm time,’ repeated Mr. 
Meadors. “You see I keepa livery stable in| 
Gainesville, and it was from me that the bur-! 
ylars hired the buggy. Then I went with, 
Hanie in another buggy after the men, and 
was on the ground when the shooting ocenrred. 
The man-we got bas turned out to bea valua- 
ble man.” 

“ How?” 

‘ Well. he was connected with that big far 
store robbery in Cleve'and, Ohio, last January, 
and was one of the men who shot the two de- 
tectives on the train near Ravenna, Ohio, on 
the night of the 3d February. There is a re- 
ward of $4,000 for him ” 

“iow do you know he is the man?” 

“Ob, several ways You ¢£ee his right name 
is Pat Hanley. We have his picture, and no 
one who. sees the picture and the prisoner 
doubts it.” 


“Then you have secured a big thing?” ie” 


‘“Nather large, yes. When Hanley came to- 
the stable and got the team that day he was 
by himself, but after Hanie and I had followed 
th m some miles, the other fellow,—Charies 
Morgan, snother one of the gangof far thieves 
—gotinihe buggy. We followed them until 
they got to Harmony Grove, and while Hauie 
wes going after help I heard them in the store 
and thensawthem strike a match. I then 
went for Hanie, and as we reached the store a 
man in front—the one Hanie shot, called oui: 

‘Whois that?’ 

“Who are you’-answered Hanie. 

“ Halt,’ said the man. 

‘* Surrender!’ said Hanie. 

“Instantly the man began firing. At the 
final shot Hanie fel! and I thought he had been 
killed. He arose, however, and opened fire. 
Theipstant Hanie shot the man began to raa, 
and then Hanie fired again and the man 
cropped,” 

“Where was the other burglar?” 

“Well, when Hanie began shooting the bur- 
ylar inside put out the light and when his part- 
ver ran he jumped through the door and ran 
too. 1 baa no pistol and the man got away,” 

“How isthe wounded man?” 

“He is mighty weak. He will get well 
though.” 

“Docs he talk any?’ 

“Mighty little. Hesays that he is going to 
plead guity tothe charge when his case is 
called ” 

“Does he admit being one of the four 
thieves?’ 

“Not exactly, but when he was shown the 
phctogrepbs of the four men who boarded the 
train and shot the two detectivas he gave in 
und started to talk. He isa mighty cool man 
snd quit before saying much. Since he saw 
the pictures be has said he would plead guilty 
when biscase was called. The photograph of 
llaniey is an accurate one of the prisoner.” 


“Jiave you taken apy steps to secure the ro- | 


ward?’ 

# “Well yes, we have had the prisoner photo- 
graphed, and bave sent it J. W. Schmitt, supar- 
in'enudent of ® police, at Cleveland, Ohio. There 
is no Coubt about him being one of the men and 
that the other three are Charlies Morgan, Billy 
Harrington and Mathew Kennedy. We are 
ro fully satistied of is that we would not take 
$2,000 for the man we have.” 

‘The } robabilities are that the marshal of 
Geinte Sville has succeeded in arresting one of 
the quartette, for whose -arrest a reward of 
$16,600 is ontstanding. The men 
are a desperate lot. On the night 
of January 28th last burglars forced open the 
front door of Benedict & Ruedy’s far goods 
store, in Cleveland, Ohio, and carried off be- 
tween $4000 and $5000 worth of fars. while 
policemen stood on the corner of the block and 
“ yJivate watchman kept an eye on the same 
bicck, The burglars battered up the safe ia 
the endeavor to get at its contents, but a3 they 
drew a@ iine at the use of powder, because of 
the exposed neighborhood, they failed to get 
the contents of the safo. The robbery was not 
discuvered until the store was opened for 


bnsiness the next morning, The 
burglary was cO.sidered one of the 
most daring on record, In addi- 


ticn to the policeman and watchman near at 
rand the store was protected from burglars by 
its promimity toa back stand, The checks 
stolen were valued at $6,000 and a handsome 
reward was oilered for their recovery. The 
burglary was wired all over the country and a 
eshxrp watch kept for the goods. They were 
traced to Bedturd, Ohio, Alleghany City and 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, and early in Febdrua- 
ry one of the thieves was arrested in Pittsburg. 
He pave bis name as Hesry McWVann, and on 
the third of February two Cleveland detectives 
started trom Pittsburg with the prisoner. At 
Alliance, Ohio, at two o’clock the next morn 
ing, five men boarded the train, and after pass- 
ing through several cars, took seats near the 
(fticers and prisoner, but with no sign of 
recognition, On reaching Ravenna, these five 
men drew revolvers on the officers and de- 
msanded the surrender of the prisoner. Tne 
‘fiicers reached for their weapons, but the new 
comers had the drop onthem,and all five 
opened fire. Both officers were filled with bal- 
lets and then kicked and beaten into insensi- 
bility. The seats and sides of the car were rid- 
died with bullets, Only two or three other 
passengers were in the car, and they were help- 
less from fright. The prisoner and his res- 
cuers Jeaped from the train and escaped in 
the darkness. The injared officers were 
taken to Cleveland and a day 
or two later one of them died. Detective Ha! 
ligan died. The assault upon the officers cre- 
ated a sensation all over the country and the 
best detectives in the country went to work in 
the case. They succeeded in ascertaining who 
three of the arssulting party were. They were 
Pat Hanley, Chas. Morgan and Billy Harring- 
ton, a1d securing their photography, together 
with McMann’s, alias F cunedy, sent circulars 
~jJt over the country. Rewards, aggregating 
$16,000 were offered for their arrest.

Report of Adjutant General Kelltothe Adja- 
tant General of the Army, 

Mejor Monyoe, assistant adjutant general, 
has prepar d a detaiied statement of the mili- 
tia of the state of Georgia, as requegted bya 
recent communication from Adjutant (yaneral 
Drum, of the United Statesarmy. This state- 
ment shows that the militia of Georgia con- 
sists of one regiment, eight batteries and sev- 
eral Ceteched companies. There are in 
all, 9 companies of cavalry. 4 of artillery and 
66 of infantry. There are 21 aides-de-:amp to 
the governor, one adjutant general, one jadge 
advocate general and one quartermaster gen- 
eral. The cavairy companies have 36 comnis 
sioned officers, the artillery companies 14 aad 
the infantry companics 305. Six  hun- 
did and ninety non-commissioned  of.- 
ficers are distribuiaed a3 fullows:

“MAJOR DAVE DAVE COOK 


RESIGNS THE TAX E TAX RECEIVERSHIP 
OF ATLANTA. 


A Buéden Sensation—Major Cook's Accounts Con- 
siderably Short- How the Resignation Was 
Brougbt About-Short Talks With the 
Principals About the Matter, Btc. 


Major D. A. Cook, the popular and efficient 
tax receiver, assessor and collector, yesterdey 
handed his resignation to Mayor Cooper, and 
today the paper will be transmitted to the gen- 
eral council in special session. 

For several months past Majer Cook fras been 
thinking of resigning, and early in Jan‘aary in- 
formed Mayor Cooper that he would not under- 
take the collection of taxes for the year 1887, but 
that he would hold on until April,when property 
owners began making their returns. Of 
course Majer Cook had his reasens for 
seviring his connection with the 
eity governpment—a government with 
which he has had a continuous covnection for 
ten years. His reasons were all good, and al- 
though the city officials whe have had business 
relations with Major Cook may regret to lose 
him, they ean but indorse his course. 

ju tae first place, the office is one of the 
most difficult tesatisfy in the city. There is 
more bard work attached to it than to any po- 
sition in the city, The work, too, is varied 
and 1esponsible. The office is a complicated 
one aud requires constant careand watcning. 
The beoks are troublesome and difficalt to 
keep straight. Frem a one-fourth to one-half 
million dollars pass through the collector’s 
hands every year, and for each dollar the col- 
lector is alone responsible, neither of the asses- 
sors. who are bis assistants, being under bond. 

In the second place, the salary is only $1,600 
for all this werk. 

Major Cook has been in the office five years, 
and two years ago declined to enter the race 
for re-election. He had madea most efficient 
man, and the members of the genoral council 
insisted upon his re-election. The major 
finally consented, but almost as soon as his 
commi:sion had been issued regretted what he 
had done. During this term the board of as- 
eessors decided that centrally located propsrty 
was not assessed sufficiently high, and an in- 
creuse in the assessment was the result.

Gramling, chairman; Mr. Collier, Mr. Hemp- 
hill, Mr. Rice and Mr. Nelson were present, 
Mayor Cooper laid the paper before the body.

you my resicnation as tax collector, my labor in 
behalf of the city to cease the first day of April 
next. 

My reason for this course is that the complica 
tions in the tax oilice is of such a nature that | 
don't want to be responsible for the city’s money 
in thisoflice any longer, and as the time for col- 
lecting is near athany is the reason why I have 
adopted this course. 

It bas now beemte® years since my first connec- 
tion with the city government, and fiveof that in 
the tax office.

[ wish to express my thanks to the mayor and 
seneral council, to whom I have given my undi- 
viced support, and hoping — continued prosper.

The entire committee had previous knowledge 
of Major Cook’s intention to resign, but when 
the letter was read the eommittee was sur- 
prised.

Mayor Cooper in- 
formed the committee that it would be neces- 
sary to fill the vacancy at once, as Major Cook

as long as Major Cook are disposed to resig 
position in whic hthey have been suce 
Consequently, Major Cook's resignation beca ne 
known mumediately after it was handed in, 
and was soon general talk upon the streets 
Of course everybody was surprised, and, of 
course, everybody wanted to knowa reason 
for the res'gnation. Soon rumors of various 
kinds were going the rounds. Someof them 
were «nite complimentary to Major Cook, 
while others were the reverse. One of 
the latter rimers was that the major had re 
signed because a shortage of 32,490 had beou 
detected on his books. Major Cook's friends 
were indignant,his well-known character being 
a sufficient refutation of the rumor. However, 
a call was made on Mayor Cooper to ascertain 
the truth. When asked about it. Mayor Coopar 
SalG: 

“Major Cook has resigned. but the rumors of 
his shortage are untrue. He doss not owe the 
city adollar, neither do his bondsmen. In 
fact, the major is too honorable to do anything 
of that kind.” 

“But it is said on the street that he is short?’ 

“T have already answered that qnestion. | 
say he ia not short. 
of 82,490 discovered. You see when the major 
spoke of resigning he had Judge Anderson, the 
auditor, to examine the books, Tie judga did 
so, and has sent in‘a written statement Rely- 
ing op that statement as correct, Major Cook 
got the receipts necessiry to secure the release 
of his bondsawen’ and then seat in his resigaa- 
tio. As for the discrepancy, you 
bad better see Judge Anderson. who 
is thereughly familiar with the case. But 
right bere and now, | want te say that Major 
Cook goes out of office of his own will. He 
could koep the place a hundred years if ho 
lived thatlong.

Iti. due Major @vok fo state that his work 
wis well done—the trausfers of assessments 
freju the real estate book aud of returns from 
personality slips to the digest as free from er- 
rors ss heretofore, the tax extensions almost 
ail properly made,~and what few errors oc: 
coried in them easy of ascertainment and cor- 
rection, livery payment made to him, so far as 
1 remember, is found credited on either his 
digest, bis stubs oer his cash book, and the great 
buik of them on ali these. And his addiéions 
were remarkably free from inasuracies, so 
much so that I was amazed at fiading that 
there was a discrepancy of almost $2,500 be- 
tween his collections and payments to the clerk 
in other words, the paid column in the tax 
digest footed up $209,100.80 while there was 
72,409 and some cents receipted for by tire 
elerk. .

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“The collector handles a big stm of money?” 

“Ves, and a few words about the aye 
of sontlastiad the cellections will help to 
understanding of the danger of mistake. yr 1 
first, a very laf®e per cent of the taxes are paid 
in a few days in June, just before the disconut 
privilege ceases, and in the few days preceding 
the 20th of September, when the tax books 
close and ‘fiffas are issued. To be ready for 
the rush on these occasions, unsigned receipts 
are prepared in advance, each of which shows 
the name of a taxpayer, with amount of tax 
due from him. Each receipt has a stub show- 
ing also name of taxpayer and amount of his 
tax. These fill several large books and 
are arranged al phabetically, and each stuband 
receipt shows also the page and line on the. 
digest where the account is to be found. Ia 
case of paymentthe receipt is dated, signed, 
detached from the stub and delivered to the 
citizen; the stub, at the same time, being 
dated. This payment ought also to be then 
credited om the digest and cash book. Bat 
sometimes all the accounts paid by one man, 
say a bookkeeper from a largo house like 
Kiser, or Moore & Marsh, paying the firm’s ac- 
count and the individual accounts of the part- 
ners, aud the employes are entered oh the cis 
book as one gross sum, the entry showing that 
it covers ton or fifteen aceounts, 
as the case may be, but wita- 
out giving names. And sometimes, by inad- 
vertence, the credit is not entered on the digest 
untilafterwards, but the stab farnishes ovi- 
dence of the payment. The clerk issues his 
fifas from ‘the receipts remaining in the re- 
ceipt books after all the paid ones are torn out 
It frequently happens that 
receipts are signed, dated and torn out for de- 
livery when it develops that the tax payer has 
notenough money to make payment. Thon 
he promises to call again and the receipt is 
kept for him— —pinned back in the book, placed 
with the cash, or put under a paper weight, as 
the case may be. In such instances there is 
danger of loss. Some times a large number 
of receipt are prepared for a house or a real ¢s- 
tate agent, torn out, dated, signed, and either 
sent out for collection or placed in an envelope 
for collection when he calls, but eredited as if 
already paid. Here again there is danger of 
mistake. Then perhaps more than half the 
taxes are paid in checks. These are treated as 
cash—no Jist of them showing name of the 
drawee and amount of check and bank drawn 
on is kept. They are payable to the collector's 
order, and of course are worthless, in case of 
loss, to the finder; bat if. they are lost the tax 
payer bas two good things—his tax receipt an d 
his cash in bank,’and nobody is any the wiser.’ 

“To whom does he pay the money?”’ 

“The collector makes daily payments to the 
clerk, sometimes More than once aday, but 
the clerk will not take money -paid the colilec- 
tor any later than hecan bank it, andso the 
collector has balances collected Jate in the 
afternoon, and on several days next preceding 
the 20th of September his cash book shows that 
these balances were more than $2,000. Now 
take a case of a balace of $2,500 in ehecks, pay- 
able to the collector's order, in his hands too 
late to bank, and suppose he carries them home 
with him and loses thom from his pocket, mis- 
lays them, or they are stolen from him, and | 
think you have the most probable solution of 
this shortage.” 

“Could this not be detected the next morn- 
ing in balancing up the cash books?”

| ATLANTA TO Be THE DISTRIBU- 
TING POINT FOR THE SOUTH. 


4 Few Fects Showing the Magnitude of the Traffic 
in Poste] Cards- Necessity of a Change ia the 
Present Method of Distribution- Postmas- 
ter General's Recommendations. 


The reatter of tho distribution of postal 
cards to the different offices of the country has 
been a subject for a great deal of discussion 
among postoffice authorities. The government 
pestal cards are manufactured at Castleton, 
New York, and at present are distributed 
through the railway mail service to such points 
as the postmaster general orders. Daring the 


4+~Dast few years the use of these postal cards has 


grown to such mammoth proportions that it is 
found almost impossible to keep up with the 
orders which pour in from the different offices 
throughout the country, and the postal author- 
ities have been endeavoring to put into effect 
some method which will insure bette®service 
in this respect. The subject of distributing 
stations in different parts of the country has 
been discussed, and not long since the 
postmaster general recommended that 
such stations be located in 
four or five of the principal cities of the 
country, Atlanta among the rest. 

This recommendation, it seems, will soon be 
actcd upon. Ina recentinterview, Mr. ©. C. 
Woolworth, of Albany, whois at the head of 
the concern which manufactares the cards, 
stated thatit has been determined to make 
supply depots at Chicago, St. Louis and Atlan- 
ta. ‘We have an order now,” said Mr. Wool- 
worth, “for a train-load of postal cards to be 
eent direct to Chicago. The weight of the 
cards to be sent wil] be about one handred 
and twenty-five tons, and the total number 
about forty-five million. After Chicago has 
been stocked up we shall send supplies in a 
similsr manner to St. Louis and to Atlanta.” 

Last evening a CONSTITUTION reporterasked 
Assistant l’ostmaster Park Woodward whether 
anythirg was known af the Atlanta postoffice 
conecerbing any action of this kind. “We 
know nothing,” he said, “except that we have 
been endeavoring for some time to have some: 
thing ofthe sort done. Atlantais the natural 
distributing point for the south, 
and it would be a great con- 
venience to all the officesin this section of the 
country to have a distributing stationin this 
city. This office has received no information 
upon the subject, however. Still there is no 
reason why weshould have been informed, 
for it is hardly likely that the Atlanta post- 
master would be made the distributing officer. 
One reason why it would be very convenient to 
bave such a station here is that we would not 
be likely at any time to get out of cards. Under 
the present system the delay in filling orders 
is often such that we are compelled 
to borrow from Savannah and 
otker offices. You see we sell 
upwards of 100,000 postal cardsa mont. These 
are furnished in 500,000 lots, and if there is 
much delay in filling our orders our stock is 
liable to get low ina shorttime. I hope At- 
lanta will be made a distributing station.” 

Postoftice Inspector Booth said that he had 
received no definite information upon the sub- 
ject. but thought such action not atall un- 
likely. 

Seme idea of the magnitude of the traffic in 
postal cards can be gathered from the fact that 
the Castleton manufactory turns out between 
two and tbree tons of cards each day the year 
round. Mr. Woolworth states that the largest 
order ever filled for one city was one of 4,000, - 
000 cards for New York city. New York uses 
about 6,000,000 cards per month. Chicago 
comes second with about 3,000,000 per month. 
Four hundred and fifty million cards are man- 
ufactured each year. 

“The adoption of the two cent postage,” 
continued Mr. Woolworth, “did not cause any 
lessening of the use of postal cards, but check- 
ed the growth of their use for some time. That 
check has been overcome; and the public is 
using more and more postal cards every day, 
ly ratio of increase being constant and steady.” 

s Mr. Woolworth is the principal man of 
the great Castleton concern, it is probable that 
he knows what he is talking abont, when he 
says Atlanta is to be the distributing point for 
the south. Itis probable that arrangements 
to thatend will be made in the verg near fu- 
ture. |
